The caretakers hide in stone houses Pp 


near the spring, and when the time is 
ripe they rush out and close the ave- 
nues of escape. After that the goats 
are driven into a corral and siaugh- 
tered 


Bight weeks ago the provisions of 
the camp gave out, and as they were: 
unable to get more, it was necessary 
for the men to live on goat meat ex- 
clusively. This was not so bad,-how- 
ever, until the rains fell, for fa =e 
awhile the meat was satisfactory. But 
when the rains came, the goats no 
longer came to the spring to: drink, 
making it necessary for Weaver to 
make long journeys each day after suf- 
ficent game to keep the camp from 
starvation. To make matters worse, 
his supply of cartridges ran out, and 

was obliged to use buck shot. To 
kill with buck shot it was necessary to 
get within three or four rods of a 
goat, and this was a difficult matter. 
Frequentiy Weaver would work a 
whole day in securing a single gent 
enough for one day's food for the six 


men. 

The Mexicans had no guns, and re- 
fused to be of any assistance, for the 
reason that there were several tame 
goats in the corral, which they in- 
sisted should be killed and eaten. 
Weaver was reserving these, however, 
for the time when he might run out 
« powder and shot. Once the Mexi- 
cans started to kill one of the goats 
in captivity, and were only prevented 
from doing so by Weaver, who, rais- 
ing his gun, said to them that a move 
toward the killing of the goat would 
mean the déath ef the five.

Independent Producers Interested in 
Pending Legislation at Sacramento.

Independent oil producers, especially 
Kern River, Sunset, McKitrick and

by forcing the railroads to furnish cars 
to all, through legislation at Sacra- 
mento. It has been long the conten- 
tion of many that were this difficulty 
removed the problem, so far as fuel oil 
is concerned at least, would solve it- 
self by enabling the producer toe get 
his of] Wirect to the consumer without 
the intervention of any of the big 
corporations. 

When the agitation for organisation 
among the independents was- at its 
height last fall, the car question was 
extensively discussed, and admitted to 
be a very serious one. 

MR. PRYOR’'S BILL. 


introduced in the lower house a bill 
fashioned after the Texas transporta- 
tion law. The purpose of this measure 
is to prevent, by providing punishnient, 
discrimination upen the part of the 
railroad companies in transporting the 
oll offered for shipnient from the K 
fields as in favor of the trust 
against the Independent producers. 
Pryor’s bilt provides that the trans- 
portation companies must provide cars 
for all who demand them by written 
application, the cars to be supplied in 
tive order of the applications filed, 
without discrimination. The railroads 
are not required to supply more than 
ten cars to any person at one time, nor 
more than fifty cars in ten days, nor 
more than 150 cars In one month. ff 
the order be fer ten cars or lesé the 


days after the receipt of application: ff 
for more than ten and less than fifty, 
the cars shall be supplied within six 
days, and if for more than fifty cars, 
they shall be supplied within ten days. 
Applicants, when fo ing orders, 
shall deposit one-fourth of the amount 
of the freight charges collectable under 
the tariff of the railroad company for 
shipment to the stated destination un- 
less the company waives the payment. 
Applicants shal! be given forty-eight 
hours in which to load cars delivered. 

The penalty imposed on the railroads 
for non-compliance with the provisions 
of the act is a forfeiture of $50 for each 
car demanded and not supplied, such 
sums to be recoverable in a civil action 
in any justice court of competent juris- 
diction. 

The bill would chiefly affect Kern 
River, Sunset and MeKittrick, the 
fields which are now wholly depenjent 
upon railroad transportation. Coalinga, 
also, would be affected, though prob- 
ably to a less extent as it has two pipe 
lines to tidewater in full operation.

Judge Noyes. When the court had 
passed upon the indictments he or- 
dered them to be entered and bench 
warrants issued forthwith for the cul- 
prits.

Seven of the indictments are against 


H. T. Hays, and three against J. W. F,: 


Dies. Of the Hays indictments four 
arise from the Orange Growers’ Bank 
troubles, and three are caused by his 
Salt’ Lake Hailroad grafting. The bank 
cases allege the embezziment of $5000, 
$3000, $3000 and $5000 in October and 
August, 1902. The Sait Lake indict- 
ments allege the obtaining, of money 
under false pretenses. : 

The Diss indictments relate to the 
Salt Lake and allege confederacy with 
Hays in obtaining money by false pre- 
tenses, it being simply claimed that he 
had guilty knowledge of the Hays 
frauds and consptred with him.

SANTA BARBARA. 


SUPERB ROADWAY COMPLETED 
(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES } 

SANTA BARBARA, Jan. 27.—This 
city’s new Ocean boulevard. is com- 
plete. This announcement will be 
greeted with much pleasure through- 
out the city and suburban districts by 
the many persons who have been de- 
Pprived of the use of this magnificent 
roadway for eight months, during 
which time the old pavement has been 


‘torn up and a new_coating of as\*al- 


tum laid over 8500 feét, from State 
street to Booth’s Point. This work has 
cost the city about $50,000, bonds hav- 
ing been issued to that amount. 

There was a genera! rejoicing among 
the workmen when they put the fin- 
ishing touches on important boule- 
vard. When the new payement of the 
Second contract was laid up to the 
end of the asphaltum of the first con- 
tract, a “gold” spike was driven in 
by the contractors, as an emblematic 
joining of the halves, and the event 
was celebrated with a general hand- 


shaking and serving of refreshments 
to all the workmen Contractors 
Stevens and Logan. t practically 


finished the work. The rest of the day 
was put in to good advantage by mak- 
ing minor repairs along the street 
car rails, in liquidizing the gutters to 
make them water proof, and a eral 
cleaning up. Tae boulevard will prob- 
ably not be opened for public travel 
until Monday or later. 

Santa Barbara's Ocean boulevard, 
taking it as a whole, from the bath- 
house to Booth’s Point, is one of the 
finest driveways on the Coast. It is 
two miles long, and has been built and 
repaired at an expense to the city of 
about $120,000. It follows the trend 
of the beach, connects with the Plaza 
del Mar, is contiguous to the oe 
wharves and main business streets; ij 
commands a fine view of the moun: 
tains and valleys on one side and 
the ocean on the other. 

The new pavement is forty tect 
wide and is strongly curbed by heavy 
bulkheads on both sides. It is formed 
of two layers, the base being a con- 
crete asphaitum two inches thick, 
the upper layer a carefully-graded as- 
phaitum mixed with marble dust, one 
and a half inches thick, making an en- 
tire thickness of nearly four inches. 
The pavement has a crown surface of 
six inches in the center and water out- 
lets on each side for proper drainage 
of the roadway.
